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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims 1-6,16-25 drawn to an invention nonelected without 
traverse. A complete reply to the rejection must include cancelation of nonelected claims in 
order to place the application in condition for allowance. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 7 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 7, line 30 and line 36, "can propagate" should be changed to - propagates - 
because "can" is in futuro and ambiguous as to whether the structure is formed or not. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-15 are allowable over the reference of record because none of these references 
disclose or can be combined to yield the claimed invention such as an upper cladding layer 
formed on the light absorbing layer, and having a refractive index lower than that of the lower 
semiconductor layer, a part of the light entering the light absorbing layer of the semiconductor 
light-receiving element propagates in a parallel direction to the bottom face of the upper cladding 
layer in at least one of the light absorbing layer and the lower semiconductor layer, while another 
part of the light entering the light absorbing layer is reflected at the bottom face of the upper 
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cladding layer and propagates in an oblique direction in the light absorbing layer and the lower 
semiconductor layer as recited in claim 7.
